Maybe the music in question was just too 

wild to come out at the time, as Alec Palao 
from Ace records pointed out to me. Maybe 
it would have not sold well anyway, some 
might say. Really though, I think if it had 
come out, Public Nuisance would be a 
household name (don’t laugh!). I genuinely 
believe the name would be mentioned 
alongside Beatles, Stones, the Who, and the 
Pretty Things (well, at least the Pretty 
Things!). I submit the recorded evidence for 
your personal evaluation. I know, I know: 
it’s all too easy to speculate on what might 
have been. But it’s better late than never, 
and the PN deserve to have their name go 
down as one of the previously unreleased 
greats. I’m excited to have seen the privilege 
of debuting the double CD for KDVS and 
the world, this past January. I hope other 
DJ’s and music fans will check it out too. 
It’s top of the heap in almost any genre. And 
a big thanks to Frantic label head honcho 
Joey D for putting this out for the world to 
hear!

When picking your character its a good idea to take into account that DJs from different 
departments possess different strengths and weaknesses. The Hip-Hop DJs attacks are 
generally fast but light, while conversely the Experimental/Noise DJs have exceptionally 
strong attacks while moving mroe slowly than other characters. Then of course there are 
each character’s individual attributes to consider. 


-Blues 

The attacks of the Blues DJs are strong, but the number of special attacks each DJ possesses 
is limited. Yet they are also slow to lose life energy, making the Blues DJs some of the 
most reliable characters in the game. 


-Hip-Hop 

What their attacks lack in strength the Hip-Hop DJs more than make up for in speed. Able 
to unleash a flury of attacks before some opponents can begin, the Hip-Hop DJs are a 
force to be reckoned with if played correctly. 


-Talk/Public Affairs 

These guys are the wild cards of the game. Their attacks vary in speed and strength so 
drastically that you can never be sure which one will have no effect and which one will 
kill you. : 


Tag Teams 

Some DJs fight in pairs. After one is defeated he/she will bow out and allow his/her 
partner to fight the next round. To turn off this option and play as one character in both 
rounds press the “X” button when selecting your character. 

The Tag Teams are as follows 

-Electric Groove: DJ Groove & DJ Raw 

-Sex Talk: Max & Alaina 


Hidden Characters 

These characters are found in the two player and exhibition modes. When the head of 
Action Ranger Timmy pops onto the screen and says “Underground” press the start button 
and you will be taken to a hidden stage to fight one of the four secret characters. These 
hidden characters are near impossible to beat but are only available as playable characters 
if they are defeated.
